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INTRODUCTION 

This  report  presents  final  results  of  the  1956  Cen- 
sus dealing  with  the  rural  and  urban  distribution  of  the 
population  of  Canada.  Tables  are  included  to  provide 
an  additional  classification  of  the  rural  segment  to  show 
the  population  living  on  farms. 

The  definition  of  rural  and  urban  for  the  1956  Cen- 
sus was  substantially  the  same' as  that  used  in  the  pre- 
vious Census  of  1951.  Briefly,  the  1956  Census  defini- 
tion specified  that  all  cities,  towns  and  villages  of 
1,000  and  over,  whether  incorporated  or  unincorporated, 
as  well  as  all  parts  of  census  metropolitan  areas  and 
other  major  urban  areas  were  to  be  classified  as  urban, 
and  the  remainder  as  rural.  The  difference  from  1951  is 
that  the  fringe  parts  of  other  major  urban  areas  were  in- 
cluded with  the  rural  in  the  earlier  census. 

The  population  shown  as  living  on  farms  comprised 
all  persons  who  were  living  in  dwellings  situated  on 
farms  in  rural  localities,  regardless  of  their  occupa- 
tions. It  does  not  include  the  increasing  numbers  of  farm 
operators  and  their  families  who,  particularly  in  the 
western  provinces,  were  found  to  be  residing  in  neigh- 
boring towns  and  villages  at  the  census  date,  and  thus 
were  not  considered  as  living  on  farms.  Also,  the  fig- 
ures do  not  include  persons  living  on  farms  in  urban 
localities. 

A  change  in  the  composition  of  urban  size  groups 
was  made  for  the  1956  Census.  At  the  1951  Census, 
each  municipality  located  within  the  boundaries  of  a 
census  metropolitan  area  was  allocated  to  an  urban  size 
group  according  to  its  own  individual  size.  In  1956, 
each  such  municipality  was  classified  to  the  same  ur- 
ban size  group  as  the  total  census  metropolitan  area  of 
which  it  formed  a  part.  In  addition,  the  fringe  parts  of 
other  major  urban  areas  were  included  in  the  tabulations 
by  size  groups  in  the  same  manner. 


INTRODUCTION 

Le  present  rapport  donne  les  resultats  definitifs  du  re- 
censement  de  1956  quant  a  la  repartition  curale  et  urbaine  de 
la  population  du  Canada.  Des  tableaux  sont  inclus  qui  don- 
nent  un  classement  supplemental  du  segment  rural  et  indi- 
quent   la  population  vivant  dans  les  fermes. 

La  definition  des  termes  rural  et  urbain  au  recensement 
de  1956  etait  sensiblement  la  meme  que  lors  du  recensement 
anterieur,  en  1951.  En  vertu  de  la  definition  de  1956,  toutes 
les  cites,  villes  et  villages  de  1,000  habitants  et  plus,  cons- 
titues  ou  non,  ainsi  que  toutes  parties  des  zones  metropoli- 
taines  et  autres  grandes  agglomerations  urbaines  devaient 
fetre  classes  urbains  et  le  reste  rural.  Elle  differe  de  celle  de 
1951,  en  ce  que  les  secteurs  peripheriques  des  autres  grandes 
agglomerations  urbaines  etaient  classes  ruraux  lors  du  re- 
censement anterieur. 

La  population  indiqu6e  comme  vivant  dans  des  fermes 
comprenait  toutes  les  personnes  habitant  des  logements  situ- 
6s  dans  des  fermes  dans  des  localit6s  rurales,  sans  egard  a 
lew  profession.  Elle  ne  comprend  pas  le  nombre  croissant 
d'exploitants  de  ferme  et  lews  families  qui,  particulierement 
dans  les  provinces  de  l'Ouest,  demewaient  dans  les  villes  et 
villages  avoisinants  lors  du  recensement  etn'etaient  done  pas 
considers  comme  vivant  dans  des  fermes.  Les  statistiques  ne 
comprennent  pas  non  plus  les  personnes  vivant  dans  des  fer- 
mes  situees  dans  des  localitfes  wbaines. 

La  composition  des  groupes  de  taille  wbains  a  ete  modi- 
flee  pour  le  recensement  de  1956.  Lors  du  recensement  de 
1951,  chaque  municipalite  situee  dans  les  limites  d'une  zone 
metropolitaine  de  recensement  6tait  attribu6e  a  un  groupe  de 
taille  urbain  suivant  sa  propre  taille.  En  1956,  chacune  de 
ces  municipalites  etait  classee  dans  le  meme  groupe  de  taille 
wbain  que  l'ensemble  de  la  zone  mfetropolitaine  de  recense- 
ment dont  elle  faisait  partie.  En  outre,  les  peripheries  des 
autres  grandes  agglomerations  wbaines  fetaient  incluses  dans 
les  tabulations  par  groupe  de  taille  de  la  m6me  facon.
